GREAT SCHOOL FOR- MEXICO. 


Sou thern Republic In 1910 W ill Open 
Its F irs t N ational U n iversity. 
“In 1910 Mexico will open Its first 
national 
university,” 
said 
Professor 
I Manuel 
Velasquez 
Andrade, an 
in 
Btructor in physical training in the nor­ 
mal school of Mexico City, who was 
recently 
interviewed 
at 
the Ebbitt 
| House in Washington. 
Professor Au- 
I drade came to Washington to confer 
I with the commissioner of education 
and to examine the public playgrounds 
of that city. 
Ile will visit several of 
the large colleges of the east for the 
purpose of studying the athletics prac­ 
ticed by the students of American col­ 
leges, with a view to adopting them in 
Mexico when the university is opened 
there, says the Washington Lost. 
“I have been in most of the countries 
of Europe, where I studied physical 
training and field athletics in connec­ 
tion with the principal universities of 
those countries,” continued Professor 
Andrade, ‘‘and I ani convinced that the 
United States is far ahead of all other 
countries in this respect. 
The young 
men who attend your colleges are bet­ 
ter trained, more enthusiastic and bet­ 
ter developed as a result of athletics 
than those of any place I visited in 
Europe, and this is due, I believe, to a 
more advanced system 
of physical 
training. We hope in Mexico to estab­ 
lish the same sports in connection with 
our university th at are in vogue at 
American colleges. 
“It is a mistake to believe that the 
Mexicans go in for brutal forms of 
sports, such as bull fighting. 
Your 
people have a wrong impression. Bull 
fights in Mexico are kept alive by the 
patronage of foreigners. 
At any ex­ 
hibition of this sort you can find GO 
per cent of the spectators composed of 
Americans, 25 per cent of Spaniards 
and the remaining 15 per cent, per­ 
haps, of Mexicans. . Bull fighting has 
been practiced so long in Mexico that 
it has becorhe monotonous to the na­ 
tives. But the first thing ah American 
or other foreigner wants to see when 
he arrives in our country Is a bull 
fight. 
In this way It has been made 
probably the most profitable form of 
amusement In the country, so profitable 
Indeed that recently there was built in 
the City of Mexico what Is perhaps 
the most expensive and finest bull 
fighting ring in the world. 
It cost In 
the neighborhood of $1,000,000 and has 
a seating capacity for 15,000 specta 
tors. 
Mexicans could not afford to 
patronize this sport if they desired 
Foreigners readily pay from $5 to $10 
for a seat at a bull fight”

Alleged to Have Obtained Control of 


the Tobacco Market and Eliminated 


Competition — Farmers Claim They 


Cannot Get Fair Price for Product. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 6.—T h e raid on 
Russellville, Kv., early Friday m orn­ 
ing by "right riders,” which resulted 
in the destruction of nearly $100,000 
worth of property and the wounding 
of three persons; the refusal of the 
tobacco growers to accept the proposi­ 
tion of the American Tobacco com­ 
pany for the purchase of tobacco, and 
the announcement of the intention of 
the growers to proceed against the 
American Tobacco company in the 
courts, following Governor Willson’s 
statement that the lawless element 
will 
be 
severely 
dealt 
with, 
have 
brought to an acute stage a condition 
which has existed in Kentucky and 
Tennessee for two years. Conferences 
the past two days at Frankfort be­ 
tween a representative ot the Ameri­ 
can Tobacco company and the tobacco 
growers have resulted only in tran s­ 
ferring the m a tte r to the heads of the 
com par y in New York for considera­ 
tion. 
The situation is the result of a fight 
of the* g low ers of tobacco against tho 
American Tobacco company aud other 
purchasers, and the complications are 
Lest explained by the following re­ 
counted sequence of events in chrono 
logical order: 
First, the apparent passing of tho 
leaf tobacco market in Kentucky and 
Tennessee 
into 'h e control 
of 
the 
American Tobacco coni pan J', with the 
consequent elimination cf nearly till 
the middlemen or independent tobac­ 
co buyer!-' and re-handlers. 
Organized to Get B ette r Prices. 


Second, the awakening of the farm­ 
ers to the si* im i(ii aud the forma­ 
tion by them ot the American Society 
of Equity, the Burley (light colored 
leaf) 
Tobacco assed at ic n, 
and 
tile 
Gaik Tobacco ai* social i m with tin* 
purpos * 
cf 
producing 
and 
holding 
I heir crops until they could obtain 
what they claimed would be a fair 
price. 
Third, the failure of the attem pt by 
the farm ers’ association to win over a 
sufficient majority of Hie growers of 
tobacco to their pooling plan. 
Fourth, ostracism and petty perse­ 
cution directed against so-called “in­ 
dependents.” 
Fifth, whipping of tobacco buyers 
and farmers who sold their crops; 
•lestruction cf beds of young tobacco 
plants; burning of tobacco barns con- 
i taining the harvested crops of inde­ 
pendents; 
shooting into homes and 
the wounding 
of innocent 
persons, 
among them being women; the w a rn ­ 
ing of refractory independents to leave 
; the country. 
Sixth, bold attacks on Princeton, 
Hopkinsville and Russellville, which 
resulted in the dynamiting and burn­ 
ing of tobacco warehouses controlled 
by the American Tobacco company, 
the killing of several of the raiders 
and the wounding of a num ber of 
citizens and the destruction of prop­ 
erty owned by innocent neutrals. 
The pooling societies now have on 
hand part of the 1996 crop and all of 
their 1907 crop. 
Although they claim 
to control over 50 per cent of the crop 
the tobacco company has apparently 
not felt any strong pinch as yet. This 
fact, combined with ihe consideration 
that 
the company has the longest 
purse, has moved ihe societies to start 
a movement now in full swing pledg­ 
ing the m em bers not to plant any crop 
at a1) during I DOS. 
By this course 
i they hope to force a higher price for 
the 1907 crop and also to shorten the 
supply so th a t the company 
must 
come to terms.
